CHARLES H. MANSUR DEAD. 


He Expired This Morning at the Na- 
tional Hotel, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 16.—Mr. 
Charles H. Mansur, Assistant Comptroller 
of the Treasury Department and formerly 
a member of Congress from Missouri, died

at 7 o’clock this morning at the National 
Hotel. His death had been expected for 
about a week. 


Charles H. Mansur was born in Philadel- 
phia, Pa., March 6. 1835,and when 2 years old 
came with his parents to St. Louis. Ten 
years later the family removed to Ray 
County. In St. Tous and Ray County 
young Mansur attended the public schools, 
completing his education at Lawrence 
Academy, Groton, Mass. In 1854 he was 
made a Deputy Sheriff of Ray County, and 
two years later was admitted to the bar. 
He then moved to Chillicothe, where he 
made his home ever after, except when in 
Washington. In 1872 he made the race for 
Congress in the Tenth District as the nomi- 
nee of the Democrats and liberal Republic- 
ans. He was eiected Prosecuting Attorney 
in 1874 and 1876, and was again the Demo- 
cratic nominee for Congress in 1880. He 
„was elected to a serve) in the Fiftieth, 
Fifty-first and “ifty-second Congresses 
from the Second District, was a member of 
the Democratic National Convention of 
1884 and was a delegate to nearly every Con- 
gressional convention in his district and 
every State convention since the war. He 
was appointed by President Cleveland to be 
Second Comptroller of the Treasury, and 
then under the Dockery treasury reorgani- 
gation to be Assistant Comptroller, which 
office he occupied at the time of his death. 


AUSTRIA'S EARTHQUAKE. 


The Shocks Were Felt From the Adri- 
atic to Vienna. 


LONDON, April 16—A dispatch to the 
Standard from Vienna says the full extent 
of the damage done by the earthquake is 
not likely to be known for some days. The 
night before the shock snow fell throughout 


Carniola. All the reports received describe 
the movements of the earth as having been 
undulating. The duration of the shock was 
from five to twenty-five seconds. In many 
places along the lines of the Southern Rail- 
way, rocks were rolled upon the rails, ob- 
structing traffic. 

A dispatch to the Daily News from Vienna 
says that in the South the earthquakes 
were felt as far as Vernona, Arco and Mo- 
ran. In the North they reached Vienna and 
East Fiume and Abbasia.

Dr. Jacobsohn Intimates That the 
Elixir of Life Has Perhaps 
Been Found.

NEW YORK, April 16.—Certain physi- 
clans of the German Dispensary at No. 323 
West Forty-second street have experi- 
mented in fewer aases with a fluid, and, in 
their opinion, have achieved marvelous re- 
sults. Dr. William Jacobsohn of No. 152 East 
Eighty-sixth street, in a paper read before 
the Society for Medical Progress last Satur- 
day, described the fluid as Nuclien, one 
of, the compounds present in anti-toxine, 
and the natural food of blood tissues. He 


said it was due to Nuclein that anti-toxine 
sometimes cured, and to the poison in anti- 
toxine that the latter sometimes proved fa- 
tal. Exactly what Nuclein is and how it hag 
operated he did not then care to state, but 
at the suggestion of Dr. J. Mount Bleyer, 
who has treated my patients with it, Dr.

Dr. Chas. McClintock and Prof. Vaughan 
about a year ago, while experimenting in 
their laboratory at the University of Michi- 
gan, discovered a fluid in the make-up of 
blood chemically represented by twenty- 
nine parts of carbon, forty-nine parts of 
hydrogen, six parts of phosphorous and 
thirty-two parts of oxygen. This was Nu- 
clein. In the inoculation of mice and guinea 
pigs by the toxines of various diseases, they

At this point the subject was taken up by 
Drs.Bleyers and Jacobsohn. They found that

Of the 200 cases of diphtheria, scarlet 
fever, measles and scarlatina treated in 
this city with Nuclein, only nine patients, 
it is said, have died. The fatalities are ex- 
plained as follows: That the injection was 
made after the fever had a firm hold on 
the patient; that other complications had 
arisen to destroy the tissues; that the a- 
tient did not have proper care or was de- 
prived of the oxygen in the air through the 
crowded condition of his lodgings. 

To treat fever.“ said Dr. Jacobsohn, “we 
must remove the cause—the toxines and 
especially as in contagions, the microbe and 
its poison.

Possibilities of the Detroit Plan. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

From entirely trustworthy sources in En- 
gland I have just received some facts and 
figures which will perhaps help to illustrate 
what the Detroit plan may have in store for 
the deserving poor of this city. These fig- 
ures relate to an agricultural district in 
Lancashire, distant about twenty miles from 
Liverpool and about thirty-six miles from 
Manchester, a district mainly devoted to 
the growing of cabbage and potatoes for the 
London market. Available ‘and suitable 
farming land being very scarce and rent ex- 
orbitant, the tenant naturally devotes his 
holding to its most productive use. Each 
parcel of ground is made to produce to its 
utmost capacity. Indeed, the tenant makes 
it a rule to gather from each parcel of his 
land two crops each year, one of cabbage 
and one of potatoes. 

That is readily accomplished, and in this 
way: Whenever the growing potato crop 18 
ready to put by,“ —that is, ‘when nothing 
further remains to be done to it until the 
time for digging arrives, the tenant utilizes 
the space between the potato rows by plant- 
ing cabbage at a distance of about twenty- 
seven inches from each other, using for that 
purpose a peculiar variety. called the “Sa- 
voy.“

Henry Meyer, Through Fear to 
5 Jump, Loses His Life. 


FATHER’S UNAVAILING FIGHT, 

Firemen Find the Boy a Corpse With 

Many Burns, Though Death Resulted 
From Smoke Suffocation, 


Cut off by flames and smoke from every 
avenue of escape, 15-year-old Henry Meyer 
was suffocated and his body horribly burned 
in a second floor room, of 3912 North Grand 
avenue, Monday evening. His body now 
Hes at the residence of Samuel Unger, 408 
Peck street, the house on Grand avenue 
having been made uninhabitable by the 
flames which caused young Meyer's death. 
Suffering with a severe toothache, the boy 
remained away from school Monday. He 
did not leave his room, located directly 
above the kitchen, during the entire day. 
About 5:30 p. m. Mrs. Meyer began prepar- 
ing supper. Nathan Meyer, the boy’s fath- 
er, was in the parlor. The boy was alone 
in the upper part of the house. About ten 
minutes before six, Mrs. Meyer left the 
kitchen. A few moments later young Mey- 


er's father was startled by agonized 
screams. In the front hall he found clouds 
of smoke, through which flames were dart- 
ing. Unable to grasp the source of the 
screams, but recognizing his son’s voice, 
he strove to reach the staircase. Falling 
he turned to the kitchen, whence the Smoke 
and flames were pouring. 

A draught through the rear door of the 
kitchen, which was open, left that room 
comparatively clear. Meyer found the gas- 
Oline stove 88 in flames, and the 
woodwork of the kitchen blazing. He seized 
the stove and hurled it out through the

In his attempt to 
rescue his son he was again badly burned, 
and his hair and eyebrows singed off. 

All the furniture and clothing of the fam- 
ily were destroyed, and the building badly 
damaged. The family were obliged to take 
refuge with Samuel Unger, and there the

The Senator Calls the Action of the 
Committee Political Treachery.

SPRINGFIELD, III., April 16.—Senator

SPRINGFIELD, III., April 16.—Gov. Alt- 
geld has given out a statement of his opin- 
ion of President Cleveland’s letter. He 
said no one would pay any attention to the 
letter but for the President’s name. If Gov. 
Altgeld had signed it, he would be ridi- 
culed, for the weakness of the letter ex- 
cites pity. 

This is the first instance in history,’ 
said the Governor, in which a President 
of the United States, after using all the 
powers of the Government, has in addition 
condescended to write for the news- 
papers in order to serve his masters. For 
this letter was not only written for publi- 
cation but was intended to start a boom, 
and has been advertised for a wéek in 
order to give it un audience. Other Presi- 
dents have been used as a convenience by 
class interests, but this is the first time in 
which a President’s name has been dragged 
800 miles outside of Washington City for 
that purpose, After nominating Cleveland 
three times and electing him twice to the 
presidency, the Standard Oil and Wall 
street people got him to use all the powers 
of the Government to further their schemes. 
The country has been astounded to see 
post-offices and patronage used to coerce 
Congress into doing the biddings of the 
East, from striking down silver to the 
packing of a Supreme Court. 

“Labor is idle, and the great producing 
classes are in distress, and they are finding 
out the cause. They have learned that the 
so-called ‘honest dollar’ is the most dishon- 
est dollar ever in demand, for it compels the 
debtor to give twice as much property 
to pay his debts as would have been 
necessary at the time the debt was con- 
tracted. Now, does the President's letter 
offer a remedy. for these people? None.

In the western part of Okla- 
homa and the Pan-handle, Egyptian dark- 
ness prevailed. Such a peculiar storm has 
seldom been seen, and the superstitious 
thought the astronomical conditions, which, 
it has been claimed by a South Carolina 
minister, are now repeatiag themselves for 
the first time since the death of Christ, had 
something to do with it. The rain‘that fell 
in Western Oklahoma was actually a show- 
er of mud.

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“SOUND MONEY.” 


In his address to the people of the 
United States by way of a Chicago Re- 
ception Committee, President Cleveland 
urges the necessity of sound money. 

But of what does the quality of sound- 
ness in money consist? The quality of 
paramount importance is invariability 
of value. This quality is necessary to 
make it a good medium of exchange be- 
cause business is subject to disturbance 
when the value of the money standard 
fluctuates. It is essential to its func- 
tions as a measure of value and a stand- 
ard of deferred payments, because the 
measure of all debts is affected by the 
money value and rises or falls inversely 
as it rises or falls. 

With the rise of the money standard 
the prices of all commodities fall, pro- 
@ucers and manufacturers and mer- 
chants are caught on a falling market 
and must dispose of their commodities at 
a loss. 

The value of debts is increased. The 
result is that business stagnates, enter- 
prise flags, failures multiply and the 
stoppage of industry throws men out of 
employment. With a falling money 
standard, while the value of evidences 
of debt decreases, enterprise flourishes 
and business booms. There are evils on 
both sides, but F. A. Walker and other 
eminent economists emphatically declare 
that cheaper money is preferable to the 
dearer because it hurts only the rich few 
and benefits the producing, mercantile 
and debtor classes—the mass of the com- 
munity. 

But the people of the United States 
have suffered for twenty years from a 
‘constantly appreciating money, the worst 
form of variable money value. The 
prices of all commodities have been cut in 
half and all debts in the form of bonds, 
‘mo and long-term notes have 
Been doubled. They have had periodic 
panics and have just passed through a 
period of severe depression in which all 
productive and business energy flagged 
and thousands of workingmen were 
thrown out of employment. The farmers 
are crushed and armies of the unem- 
ployed fill th® cities. 

The President's address on the neces- 
‘sity of sound money and the dangers of 
unsound money is most timely. That he 
‘misapplies his conclusions and does not 
gee that he is condemning the gold mono- 
metallism he advocates is due to ignor- 
ance and the blind prejudice which the 
hypnotic influence of the money power 
induces in ite servants.

THE POLITICS IN IT. 


It ie important to remember just now 
that the general managers or controlling 
officers of the leading railroads in Mis- 
souri are Republicans. Brown of the Bur- 
lington, Nettleton, Hays, Warner, Mor- 
rill and the rest are active Republicans, 
and while they have Democrats under 
them—such as Clardy, Phelps, Spencer, 
Lehmann and others—the Democrats are 
subordinate and hold in large measure 
subject to the pleasure of the general 
managers.

MONOPOLY’'S MUNICIPAL ALLIES, 


The ‘complete exposure of the illegal 
combine which controls the bridge and 
terminal facilities of St. Louis empha- 
sizes the betrayal of the people of the city 
embodied in the recent grant of a fran- 
chise to the Merchants’ Bridge and Ter- 
minal Co. for the completion of its pro- 
jected belt line. 

Although all the facts about the mon- 
ster monopoly were not known when the 
Municipal Assembly granted this fran- 
chise and the Mayor approved the grant, 
yet it was known that some sort of a 
compact existed between the bridge and 
ferry interests to maintain rates and 
squeeze the commerce of St. Louis, and 
that the -corporation seeking the fran- 
chise had cheated and betrayed the city 
by becoming ar ally of the monopoly it 
was created and nurtured to destroy. It 
was known that it was a party to arbi- 
trary and oppressive charges. 

But despite this knowledge, despite the 
protests of the people and the repeated 
warnings of the Post-Dispatch the Muni- 
cipal Assembly and the Mayor made a 
free gift to the monopoly of a franchise 
which riveted its fetters on the city. They 
gave it the privilege of belting the city 
with steel bands. It was as if the de- 
fenders of a city had bestowed upon the 
enemy who possessed its gates permis- 
sion to build a stockade around it. 

It is small wonder that citizens become 
discouraged and supinely yield to wrong 
and loot when monopoly finds willing al- 
lies in the very citadel. 


THE LAW VIOLATED BY VOGT. 


In view of the gravity of the offense of 

Deputy Sheriff Vogt whieh the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch exposed and proved the 
apparent indifference of Sheriff Troll and 
Judge Fiitcraft is difficult to understand.

*.* * © Any public officer of this State, or 
of any county, olty, town or township 
thereof, who shall directly or indirectly, 
accept or receive any gift, consideration, 
gratuity or reward, or any promise or un- 
dertaking to make the same: Under any 
agreement * * * that he shall neglect or 
omit to perform any official duty, or per- 
form the same with partiality or favor, or 
otherwise than socording to law; or in 
consideration that he * * * has ne- 
glected or omitted to perform any official 
act or duty, or performed such act or duty 
with partiality or favor, or in anywise con- 
trary to law, shall be deemed guilty of brib- 
ery and punished as prescribed in the next 
preceding section (imprisonment in the pen- 
itentiary for a term not exceeding seven 
years.) 

Deputy Sheriff Vogt is proved to have 
received a part of the pay of two citizens 
for relieving them from jury service. His 
offense is a felony. It is grave in any 
officer, and especially grave in an officer 
of a court where bribery or any other 
violation of law cannot be tolerated for a 
moment. 

Vogt should have been suspended at 
once and a hearing and dismussal should 
have followed without delay. His supe- 
rior officer or the judge of the court 
he has disgraced should see that his 
offense is laid “before the Grand-

On a comfortable bed in the modest little 
home of Mrs. Brotherton, 921 South Jeffer- 
son avenue, Hes Miss Emma J. Stewart, 
the young Nashville girl, whose terrible 
experience in this city, where she hunted 
vainly for work, and came to be almost 
destitute, was told in last week’s Post- 
Dispatch. 

She was seen by a Post-Dispatch reporter 
this morning, and her emaciated frame, 
dark-ringed, lusterless eyes and wasting 
lines of neck and hands show her to be a 


very sick woman. 

When Miss Stewart fell ill in Mrs. Sey- 
mour’s dressmaking establishment, it was 
thought best that she should go to the 
hospital for treatment, rest and nourish- 
ment. She went to the City Hospital last 
Sunday a week ago. She was received by 
one of the nurses, a Miss Frazer, who 
treated her very roughly, Miss Stewart says. 
Worn with sickness and faint from exhaus- 
tion, the poor girl asked for a bed as soon 
as she reached there. Nothing was done to 
comply with her request. She waited 
several hours, sitting on one of the chairs 
near a table, and finally asked Miss Frazer 
again for a bed. She was rudely told to 
get herself a cot. This she did, hardly able 
to pull it about the room, and there she 
slept during the night, suffering from cold 
for want of sufficient covering. In the 
morning she was given a little milk, but 
no doctor had yet come to examine her 
and prescribe for her. : 

At noon that day she was bundled off to 
the Female Hospital by Miss Frazer, al- 
though no doctor had yet seen her. 

It was noon and dinner was served at the 
hospital, yet the girl was sent off without 
being offered a bite to eat. 

When shereached the Female Hospital she 
was again compelled to wait in the large 
hall below for several hours before she was“ 
assigned to a ward. 

When she was at last taken upstairs she 
was assigned to ward No. 7, a place filled 
with twenty-four beds and crowded with 
women. 

Her experience in that ward, Miss Stew- 
art says, was terrible. One woman was 
dying, while the others noised about, and 
the poor girl, accustomed to more refined 
surroundings, could stand the strain no 
longer, and went from the room into ward 9, 

When the night nurse, a Miss Turpin, 
found her in that ward, she rudely com- 

elled her to go back into the other room, 

om which she had made her escape. One 
of the doctors came to see her the next day. 
He did not examine her; in fact, treated her 
with the utmost indifference, and when she 
ventured to tell him that she believed she 
had heart trouble, he made some disparag- 
ing remark about ther having left her 
Teller“ in the South. The doctor, Miss 
Stewart says, was only.a student, and had 
been there just two days. 

Unable to eat the food served and not be- 
ing given the milk, which the doctor said 
she might have, Miss Stewart wrote to her 
friend, Miss Carlin, at Mrs. Seymour’s, tell- 
ing her of her pitiful condition, and asking 
that something to eat would be sent her. 

Her complaint had reached the news- 
papers by that time, and the following day 
r. Kerley in the rough- 
est sort of way. 

“So you are the one who is giving us this 
trouble," erfed the doctor, as he came 
straight through the ward and up to her 
bed. “What did you do that for?“ 

I have never been treated worse in my 
Ute,“ said Miss Stewart. 

This complaint the doctor met with the re- 
mark that “if she were not as sick as she 
was he would take her by the heels and 
throw her out on her head.“ 

“There is ve lite spirit of brotherly 
love shown in that place,“ continued Miss 
Stewart. “The coffee is rank slop, and is 
served without any sugar, and the em- 
ployes who are paid by the city to take care 
of the sick do very little work, but order 
the patients around and make them do near- 
ly everything. The patients delegated to 
wait on the others catch the spirit from 
the nurses, and bie treat the poor 
inmates even worse. If suffering humanity

These,“ he said, are 
low figures, some mines costing as high as 
@ and 65 cents a ton for mining. And yet 
coal has been sold in St. Louis by the Madi- 
son and Consolidated Coal companies 
low as $1.20. This could not be done if 
the full tariff charged to competitors by 
the bridge pool and the railroads were 
charged the two companies named. 

The Post-Dispatch has already published 
evidence that the bridge l has been 
guilty of discrimination, and the railroads 
admit that rates are not only cut openly 
but secretly to certain shippers, and that 
rebates are frequently paid secretly. The 
St. Louis and Eastern Railroad Co. taps 
all of the mines of the Madison Coal Co. 
and hauls all of its coal. This railroad is 
owned by nearly the same shareholders as 
the Madison Coal Co., and as the coal com- 
pany has influence with both the bridge pool 
and the railroad and is selling coal 25 cents 
a ton lower than its competitors, with one 
exception, but one conclusion can 
drawn.“ 

In the case of the Consolidated Coal Co. 
about the same common sense proof of dis- 
crimination exists. The company owns 
abut sixty mines on the esrrerai roads 
centering at East St. Louis, and has been 
known to work the mines along one road 
full blast for a time and almost shut down 
its other mines. Then it closes down the 
mines it worked so hard and starts up the 
mines along some other road. This plan of 
giving the bulk of its freight to some par- 
ticular line for a time is supposed to have 
had its origin in cut rates and to last as 
long as the road in question is willing to 
discriminate in rates in order to secure its 
business. 

By this means the Consolidated is alleged 
to be able to sell coal cheaper than some 
companies can mine it. 

Mr. Burke, who was formerly in the 
transfer business, but who is now ®@ mine 
owner, and is therefore pretty well posted 
on both lines, gave some interesting figures 
charged by the bridge pool. He said a three- 
horse wagon is taxed 40 cents to drive over 
the bridge, a two-horse wagon 35 cents and 
a four-horse wagon 50 cents. This charge 
is made both ways, even if the wagon comes 
back empty. He said the Post-Dispatch 
ts on the right track in the wholesale hold- 
up of shippers and merchants by the bridge 
pool, and that the paper had accomplished 
a world of good on behalf of the merchants 
in the past. He said the merchants and all 
who had suffered through the discrimina- 
tion of the bridge pool ought to come for- 
ward with all the information and aid in 
downing the unjust monopoly. 

Dan Donovan, Secretary of the Vehicle 
Owners’ Association of St. Louis, is said 
to have testified before the Illinois Senate 
Investigating Committee that F. F. Hensler, 
of the St. Louis Drayage Co. gets a rebate 
of 17% per cent from the Wiggins Ferry Co. 
and the bridge combine, and that the St. 
Louis Transfer Co. gets a similar rebate. 
Some of the stockholders in the companies 
named hold stock in the Wiggins Ferry 
Co., and are thus able to secure rates that 
are not made to competing companies, 
thus giving them a monopoly of the busi- 
ness. Mr. John Scullin’s name was men- 
tioned particularly in this connection. 

It has been understood for several days 
that freight rates had been secretly cut by 
railroads on the East Side, and that an open 
cut would be announced in a few days by 
the Vandalia, Catro Short Line and others.

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TO ST. LOUIS’ BENEFIT. 


Present Shortage in Cattle Has in Re- 
ality Increased Local Dealings. 


St. Louis ig the only market of the four 
principal live stock points that has shown 
an increase in the number of cattle re- 
ceived during the first quarter of this year. 
Since Jan. 1 the increase over the corre- 
sponding period of 1894 has amounted to 
34,182 head, while the other three markets 
show a marked decrease. The following 
table has been compiled for the purpose of 
indicating that the increase at St. Louis 
has been in the face of the well-known 
large shortage in the supply of both na- 
tive and Southern cattle. It shows the re- 
ceipts of all kinds of stock at the four prin- 
cipal markets—St. Louis, Chicago, Kansas 
City and Omaha—for the week ending April 
13, as compared with the corresponding 
weeks of the five previous years:

These figures indicate that there is un- 
doubtedly a shortage in the supply of cattle. 
During the past week the receipts of cat- 
tle at St. Louls show an increase of 4, 
head. The shortage in the other three mar- 
kets—Chicago, Omaha and Kansas City—is 
40,400 head as compared with thé corre- 
sponding week in 1894. 
A canvas of the commission merchants at 
the stock yards was made in order to ascer- 
tain the reasons for the increase at St. 
Louis in the face of a decrease at the other 
points. The best posted men among the 
large receivers estimate a general shortage 
of 35 to 50 per cent in the cattle supply of 
the great corn growing States of the West 
and North, Texas and Indian Territory. 
They say that the increase in the receipts 
at St. Louis would have been much greater 
had this been a normal year. The fact that 
the trade makes such a good showing, as 
compared with the other markets, is due, 
they say to the competition between buy- 
ers,which has enabled shippers to realize 
more net money for their stock than 
they could anywhere else. In addition to 
the large local 1 houses, Eastern 
cities are represented by regular buyers, 
making a diversity of the interests ander 
which it would be impossible for a combine 
to succcessfully manipulate the market. The 
shippers in the West and South have real- 
ized this from experience, and to this alone 
may be attributed their incresased patron- 
age in the face of a large shortage in the 
supply.

If the requirements of 
this rule were obeyed last season as the 
rule read we would have had no base ball. 
This rule should be enforced, for the players 
of opposing teams interfere with the team 
work by mixing with the other players and 
it often leads to arguments and trouble. 
It is very well known that opposing players

“Rule 40 simply defines a bunt hit and 
leaves the rule just as it was last season. 

Rule 4, section 1, is made more distinct. 
In batting out of turn only the proper bats- 
man is called ovt provided the out is de- 
clared before the ball is delivered to the suc- 
ceeding batsman. No run shall be scored or 
bases run, and no outs shall be counted 
other than that of the proper batsman. 

‘Section 9of this rule, which reads that the 
batter is out, if he hits a fly ball that can 
be handled by an infielder while first and 
second base is occupied or first, second and 
third with only one out, is a good change. 
It will allow the infielders to trap the ball 
with only first base occupied, and offer an 
opportunity for a double ee if the batsman 
fails to run out the hit. any of our bright 
irfielders will take advantage of this play 
in this way. With a man on first and not 
more than one out the batter hits up a fly 
to an infielder the inflelder will watch the 
batsman, if he fails to run to first the in- 
fielder will trap the ball and force the base 
runner at second and get the batsman at 
first. This play will be made quicker by 
trapping the ball and throwing to the first 
baseman, who will touch the base runner 
then first base. The change will also be 
taken advantage of in this way. If a fast 
base runner is on first and not more than 
one out, and a slow runner at the bat hits 
up an infield fly the infielder will trap the 
ball and force the fast runner out at second 
and allow the batsman first base if he runs 
out the hit. 

“Harry Wright bas started an argument 
about rule 43, section 6, claiming that a 
base runner shall not run on a foul tip 
caught by the catcher, but be allowed to re- 
turn to his base. Harry is wrong, for it 
cannot be called anything but a strike and 
the se runner will be allowed to run. 

“The much-abused umpire will have a 
much easier time the coming season, for 
section 4 of rule 59 will compel all players 
to pay the fines inflicted by the umpire and 
the players will take good care that they 
are not fined as clubs are not allowed to 
pay their fines.

CONTRACTORS ALLEGE A JOB. 


Grading Expenses to Have Been Taken 
Out of the Pockets of Property 
Owners by a Juggling of Bids. 


: 


Contractors who bid on lettings for the 
grading and improvement of Westminster’ 
place, between Sarah and Whittier streets, 
and the grading and improvement of West 
Pine boulevard, between Euclid avenue and 
King’s highway, all of which bids were re- 
jected, are having a good bit to say about 
the new departure of the Board of Public 


Improvements in drawing up the ordinances 
and 8 the estimates on those improve- 
It is well understood by eve ropert 
owner that in the — N — sitet 
the city pays—or has heretofore id—the 
entire cost of the grading, as weil as the 
cross walks and any excess over 25 per cent 
of the valuation of a piece of property, 
while the property is held for the benefit 
of the contractor for the cost of the im- 
provement itself—where such cost is not 
more than 25 8 cent of the assessed value 

of the property. 

Within the last year or two the Board 
of Public Improvements has found it dif- 
ficult to get money to pay the city’s 
of such improvements as were demanded by 
the property owners, and by the general, 
buted 00 extabilch Che trates —

The two jobs of improvement were cov- 
ered by two ordinances approved March 1, 
and the lettings under those ordinances 
were numbered 4,509 and 4,610 respectively. 
For the city’s part of the Westminster 
place contract $981 was allowed by ordi- 
nance, and for the city’s part of the Pine 
boulevard contract was allowed in the 
ordinance. These allowances included $31 
for cross-walks in the Westminster place 
contract, and for cross-walks in the 
Pine boulevard contract. The city’s esti- 
mate for grading on each of these contracts 
was 100 r cubic yard—about one-half, or 
three-fifths, several of the contractors say, 
of what has customarily been allowed for 
such work. There were six bidders on each 
job. On the Westminster place job the esti- 
mated amount of grading was 9,500 cubic 
yards, and the bids were as follows: 
Atlantic Qua Co. at 10 cents 
G. Eyermann, Jr., at 10 cents 
Rich Construction Co, at 15 cents 
Patrick Lyons at 10 cents 
Hill-O’Meara Construction Co. at 15 


Now, as the grading and cross-walks in 
this case came to exactly $981, the amount 
allowed in the ordinance for the city’s share 
of the work, and as there was an excess, 
chargeable to the city, of $472.60, the bids 
had all to be rejected; but the contractors 
call attention to the disparity between their 
estimates and those of the Street Commis- 
sioner, and state that if the contract were 
let on that basis the contractor would lose 
as much as, or more, than he would get fori 
the whole grading job. 

The Pine boulevard contract included 3,470 
cubic yards of grading, and three of the six 
bidders met the city’s estimates—namely, 
Henry Ruckert, Patrick Lyons and John C. 
Heman, the total for grading being $347 in 
each case. The Hill-O’Meara bid, 8 cents, or 

.60; Fruin-Bambrick, 18 cents, or $624.60, 
and the Rich Construction Co., 20 cents, or 
$694. Now, the point made by the contractors 
who bid the high figures is that the grading 
could not — have been done for 10 
cents, and that this must have been known 
by the city. They state that the cost of 
grading is almost a fixed quantity, as be- 
tween the contractors and the municipality, 
when the location of the improvement is ac- 
curately known—as it always must be—and 
that the higher bids represented the prices 
they had been getting of late for exactly 
similar work. But, they urge, there was a 
neat scheme involved in the sinking of the 
city’s estimate below living rates, and that 
scheme, they maintain, was this: 

It was contemplated that the first set of 
bids must be rejected, because the contrac- 
tors would be unprepared to meet the city’s 
views on the item of grading. But, at the 
second letting, this would be adjusted, so 
that while the price for grading should be 
just what the city engineers figured it, the 
contractor should put on his special tax 
bill contract enough to make up the loss in 

rading. In other words, the city’s lack of 

unds was to be made out of the property 
owners, the latter being made to pay the 
difference between what the city had to 
spare for grading, and what that grading 
would actually cost, although,like the drum- 
mer’s spring suit, it would not appear in 
the bill of expense, but would all be charged 
up as paving. They declare that this plan 
was nothing more or less than a deliberate 
attempt to secure, by indirection, what the 
Supreme Court refused to sanction in the 
Stone law—taxation of property for special 
improvement in excess of 25 per cent of its 
valuation. Once the contractors had come 
to understand that the city would permit 
special tax bills to be so expanded, they 
would do the grading—for which the city 
must pay—very cheaply, knowing that the 
property was good for it. 

On of the high bidders admitted last even- 
ing that the reduction of the grading to 10 
cents a cubic yard was an entirely new 
wrinkle to him; but,“ he added, if the city 
wants it that way we will manage to meet 
the figures next time., It matters not to us 
who pays the bill, so that we get our money. 
But we cannot grade for 10 cents, except for 
our health, and that sort of exercise has not 
been prescribed by our physician to date.“ 

As showing that the cost of g ing and 
the amount to be assessed against the prop- 
erty were considered together by some of 
the contractors, and not by others, the 
following figures are conclusive:
